To the inhabitants of the town of Farmington qualified to 
vote in town affairs: You are hereby notified to meet at the 
town hallin said town on the tenth day of March next, at 
nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


Article 1. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to defray town expenses for the ensuing year,and to 
make appropriations for the same. 


Article 2. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise upon a poll and other estates in proportion, for the re- 
pair of highways for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay the interest on the debt of said town and to 
make appropriation for the same. > 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to apply to the sinking fund and how the same shall 
be invested. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the town will vote 


to appropriate in aid of the public library. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
‘sum of one hundred dollars to Carlton Post, G. A. R., to be 
used for Memorial purposes on May 30, 1903. 
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Article 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to authorize the selectmen to hire for the purpose of paying 
the debt of the town for the year ensuing. | 


Article 8. To see what action the town will take in re- 
lation to an agent for the sale of liquor for the ensuing year. 


Article 9. Toseeif the town will vote to put ona night 
watch if the selectmen deem it necessary. 


Article 10. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money for the purpose of building concrete sidewalks. 


Article 11. (By petition.) To see if the town will vote to 
appropriate a sum of money not less than fifty dollars for the 
care and improvement of ‘“‘Edgerly Memorial Park’ for the 
year ensuing; and that said appropriation be entrusted to the 
Friday Afternoon Club to be expended for said purpose, 
which shall include the mounting of the Cannon in said park. 


Article 12. To take the sense of the qualified voters 
whether the alterations and amendments of the Constitution ~ 
proposed by the Constitutional Convention shall be approved. 


Article 13. To choose three selectmen, a town clerk, a 
town treasurer, and all other officers and agents for the year 
ensuing.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To tHe CrrizEens or FarmMinaton:-— 

In submitting our 
annual report for the year ending Feb. 14, 1903 we wish to 
call attention to a few points of interest and make certain 
recommendations for the ensuing year. 

One of the largest items of expenditure is for the repair 
and breaking of highways, amounting to $4,454.76, exceeding 
the appropriation, $3,954.05, by $500.71. This includes, 
however, the construction of concrete sidewalks for which 
$500 was appropriated from the highway money, and the re- 
pairing of bridges, rebuilding the Central street bridge and 
Strafford bridge. at a cost of $558.42; adding to this the 
amount paid out on concrete sidewalks, $589.60, making 
$1,148.02. Deducting this amount from $3,954.05, amount 
of money raised for highways, leaves $2,806.03 for doing 
general repairs. We submit this question to your considera- 
tion, if this amount is not small to keep sixty miles of road in 
good condition after such washouts as those of April, 1901. 
You will see by the report that a number of outside districts 
cost us for repairs double the amount assigned to them, in 
order to have them passable. We believe it is good policy to 
extend our concrete sidewalks by adding a little each year, 
As the valuation of the town is decreasing owing to mills 
operating in the lumber industries, we would recommend an 
appropriation of 40cts. on a poll, and other property in pro- 
portion, which would be sufficient for highway repairs, but 
we do not think a less sum should be appropriated. 

We would say a few words in reference to school money. 
That raised by law—special tax and other sources—amounts 
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to $8,322.58, much more than any year since school district 
No 9 has existed, and perhaps our schools are in such good 
financial condition that it will not be necessary to raise so 
much by special tax this coming year, and if not, our tax 
payers will not be burdened with any more taxes than they 
are paying, if you vote to raise 40cts on a poll for highways. 

You will see by the report that we paid to the treasurer 
$446.50. Police court fines were mostly for keeping for sale 
malt liquors We would say that there are five places less in 
our town keeping malt and spirituous liquors for sale than 
for years, and our board of prisoners at the jail and county 
house of correction is much less than it has been for a long 
time. Whether or not the sale of spirituous and malt liquors 
in our town has been under better control for the past year 
than before, we leave to your consideration. 


In reference to sewers and drains, you will see by the 
report that we paid $73.88 for re-opening sewers and drains 
in the village districts, as they have been more than full for a 
long time. We paid also for widening and walling in the 
brook between the land of Irving Webster and C. E. Horne 
$39.48, for keeping the water in its proper course as all know 
of the great damage to the town, and tax payers in that 
locality, caused by the overflow of this brook at that point. 

Reference to the treasurer’s report will show a quite sat- 
isfactory condition of the town’s finances. The decrease in 
net debt the past year is $3,760.18. If the town had voted to 
raise the same amount of money to pay the annual interest on 
the bonds and outstanding notes as they have in years past— 
$3000—and as it takes $2,525.50 for the same, and as you voted 
to raise $2,600 we lost $400 to “go and come on,” as the old 
saying is. This added to $3,764.21 would make the decrease 
$4, 164.21.
